Annual  Report  1940 

Acting  on  the  instructions  contained  in  Circulars  2134  and 
2067  in  which  it  states  that  reports  should  he  confined  to  es¬ 
sential  and  urgent  matters  which  have  affected  the  public  health 
during  the  year,  especially  any  matters  arising  from  or  connected 
with  the  War,  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  and  measures  for 
maternity  and  child  welfare,  together  with  any  exceptional  ad¬ 
ministrative  measures  taken  or  recommended  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  I  beg  to  make  the  following  observations.

EVACUATION 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  we re  approximately  1,300  mothers 
and  children  in  the  District  who  had  been  evacuated  from  vulnerable 
areas.  In  addition  there  were  287  other  evacuated  persons  in  the 
District  (blind  persons,  old  age  pensioners  etc.)  During  the  year 
81  evacuee  children  received  treatment  at  the  Sick  Bay , Storrington.
